Throwing thelr main weight on 
Shunhuachen, the Japanese number- 
ing 2,000, launched three vigorous 
attacks on the town yesterday, They 
were assisted by about 30 tanks and 
t) number of bombing planes. The

with heavy gunfire to deprive the 
Chinese of uny cover. Then after 
further artillery and aerial bombard- 
ment of the Chinese positions, the 
Jupanese Infantry advanced under 
the protection of tanks. But they 
were held back by the Chinese crack 
division responsible for the defence 
of this town, 

It was estimated that about 500 
Japanese were killed or wounded 
whilst Chinese casualties numbered 
270, including one brigadicr-gencral 
wounded and 14 company-command- 
ers either killed or wounded, : 


Battalion. Wiped Out 


During the bitter engagement at 
Niushoushan a Chinese battalion was 
wiped out by the Japanese furlous 
artillery flre, but another battalion 
was Immedlately rushed up to guard 
the position. About 20 Jopanese 
bombers bombed the villages around 
the hill, reducing them to a shambles. 


Severe Casualties - 


Japanese suffered about 300 
casualties at this point but Chinese 
casualtics were understood to be 
even heavier, including two battallon 
commanders: killed and two regimen- 
tal_ commanders wounded. 

One thousand Japanese troops at 
Mentangchen, at the foot of Tang- 
shan, whose rear was cut off by a 
Chinese division on the night of

Mr. J. F. Keane ‘Had. 
- Remarkable. Life. . - 


It is,now announced that Mr, John 
Fryer’ Thomas Kenne (All Haj 
Mahomed Armin) diced on September 
1 at Charters Towers, Queensland, in 
his ecighty-third year. He was a 
man of remarkable gift and adven- 
tures, and was often linked with Sir 
Richard Burton in Mostem eyes. 


The'eldest son of the Rov. William 
Keane then rector of Whitby, he was 
born at Whitby on October 4, 1054. 
His education was begun by a‘private 
tutor, but at the age of 12 he ran 
away to sen. He obtained his second 
mate certificate at 18 and served In 
that capacity in mony seos. °° - 


In 1898-9 he.made the pligslmages 
to Mecca and Medina. . In Mecca he 
found an English lady who had been 
carried off during the Indian Mutiny, 
und he appealed to the India Ofice 
with the result that she was restored 
to such surroundings In India as she 
could bear to face. From 1870 to 
1883 Keane was a journalist in Lon- 
don. He was sent to French Indo: 
China in 1884-6 and twice visited 
America ‘in 1887 and 1890... -- 


From 1800 to 1800 Keane penctrat- 
ed into the far interior of Australia, 
mostly in unexplored .country. He 
was employed by the Central’ Aus- 
tralian Exploration Syndicate and the 
Davidson Expedition, 1899-1901. In 
1908 he worked for 05 days of 12 
hours each as a cane-cutter in the 
northern cane-brakes on Queensland, 
to prove that the work could be done 
by white men. He also invented a 
method of wire fencing which wa’ 
adopted by the Queensland Govern- 
ment. In 1908 he purchased 055 
acres of agricultural land from the 
Queensland Government, and lived 
on the land, effecting the improve- 
ments necessary to establish owncr- 
ship of 354 acres, from 1909 to 1013. 
His time was almost entirely devoted 
to agricultural experiments, but he 
also did some independent criminal 
Investigation. He was the author of 
“Mere Shakings,” 1874; “Six Months 
in Mecca,” 1881; “My Journey to 
Medina,” 1881; “On Blue Waters fn 
the Merchant Service,” 1883; “Three 
Years’ Wanderer's Life,” 1884 ond 
“Matthew Walker,” 1905, He edited 
the Port Augusta Despatch In 1809. 
leaves a sister, Mrs, Espine Ward, 


Keane was probably unknown to 
the present generation, but there will 
be many old travellers and students 
of Mohammedan life who will be sorry 
to henr of his death. He had all the 
qualities which enabled him to leud 
the kind of life that suited him. He 
was adventurous to the point of 
tecklessness, and being indifferent to 
his own Interests he never sought 
-any recognition. ~ .

INSPECTOR'S EVIDENCE 

The only witness yesterday was 
Sub-Inspector W. Hynes. He said 
that at 6.30 p.m. on August 31 District 
Watchman 38 brought Chan to be 
queationed in connection with the 
larceny of the sewing machine and 
he told Detective C454 to take the 
party to the detectives’ oMce for fur- 
ther {nquirles. We told Sergeant 
Nolan to take charge of the Inquiries. 

At 7 p.m, Sergeant Nolan told him 
that Chan could not be connected 
with the alleged crime and would be 
released. Two hours later Chan left 
in the direction of the main door. 

“About four or: five minutes later,” 
continued S. I. Hynes, C454 pointed 
to the steps of the station where | 
saw Chan lying on the ground with 
his legs partly on the footpath and 
partly on the. steps, C454 sald Chan 
wan ering from: pain in the 
stomach, suspected to have - been 
caused by oplum. I ordered an 
ambulance and asked the Interpreter 
to put the man's name jn the sick 
and destitute book. Chan was 
taken to the Kwong Wah Hospital.” 

Sub-Inspector Hynes then went on 
to say that on September 2 he recelv- 
ed a telephone message from the 
doctor in charge of the Mortuary 
that Chan had dicd from a ruptured 
spleen ond broken ribs. 

Questloned by Mr. Whyatt, S. I. 
‘Hynes said that ff he knew then that 
Chan was married and had a fixed 
abode he would not have sent him to 
the Hospital. When the Districs 
Watchman brought Chon to the 
chargo-room-he-made_an-accusation. 
against him = and ‘his (witness's) 
object then was to ascertain whether 
there was any foundation in it. 

NOTHING IN BOOK 

Mr. Whyctt:; Did you enter the 
matter in the rough book?—No, I was 
busy at the time. 

How long do you take to mnke 
such an entry?—Sny three minutes. 

So at 5.30 p.m. you were too busy 
to spare three minuter?—Yes, Ths 
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charge room was crowded at the timc 

What was the earliest time after 
6.30 p.m, when you were not busy?— 
About 7 p.m., but I did not make an 
entry then os I did not think of it. 


Why was that?7—It was an over- 
‘alght on my part. 


8. I, Hynes admitted he knew there 
was more than ono person implicated 
in the larceny. The first time he 
heard of this was about September 4 
or 5. Before that Sergeant Nolan 
mentioned onty Chan and nothing 
about Wong Lap, the other man Im- 

Heated. Sergeant Nolan spoke to 

im about 5.30 p.m. and Chan was 
brought to the charge room about 
two and o half hours later, During 
that Interval he would have gone 
down to the detectives’ office to find 
out why Chan had not yet been 
brought up, ff he had not been busy 
with other things. He did not sce 
Wong when Chan ieft the station, 
and he knew nothing of him then. 


DESCRIPTION VARIED 


His description to Mr. Marks on 
September 22 that Chan's body waa 
three feet inside the station was 
wrong. What he had just said was 
correct, as his recollection was 
better now. than on September 22 
because he Kad discussed the matter 
with several people. He realised the 
significance of the difference in the 
description; !f what he had told Mr. 
Marks was correct, Chan would not 
have been sent to the Kwong Wah 
Hospital, os it would have been a 
Police case. 


Mr. Whyatt:

* DEATH FROM VIOLENCE

And the experts classify 
nervous disorders Into two groups-~ 
organic and functional, Forget the 
first—they are rare, and, what is 
more, do not come into our Idea of

The second group ts what really 
mutters, because one tn fourteen 
people suffers’ ‘from “functional 
nervous disorders,” and it {s. this

“black-oul™ which will be in force 
from 8 pan. to 10 p.m. on Thursday 
December 9. The Temporary Regu- 
lations under the Lighting Control 
Ordinance, 1936, providing for this 
“black-out” were published as Gov- 
ernment Notificatlon No, 872 in the 
Hongkong Government Gazette of 
December 3, 1937, and, with an ex- 
planatory notice, in the local Press 
on the same day. 

With certain exceptions, which are 
specified in the Temporary Regula- 
tlons, all external Nghts must be ex- 
tinguished, and all internal lights, If 
not extinguished, must be so screen- 
ed_as to bo invisible from outside. 

The use of headlights on motor 
vehleles 1s prohibited. 

The public fs particularly request- 
ed to note that the “black-out”. must 
commence punctually at 8 p.m, irres- 
pective of whether the alarm, which 
will be tested ‘at approximately that 
time, Is heard, It is not expected 
that the alarm will be heard outside 
certain parts of the Central District.

US KEEP THEM ALIVE 
—SAYS A DOCOR | 


A London County Council hospital doctor: telephoned 
a London newspaper the other day. “There has been a 


lot of criticism of doctors recently,” he said. 


“Why not 


give your readers the doctor’s point of view? 


-“Tell them how public funds are wasted, how 
deserving cases are kept out of hospital beds, how 
the blood of donors is wasted because the poor-law 


doctor may do nothing to 
of the patient.”

A reporter went to see him. This is what the’ 


doctor said: 


Twenty-five per cent. of the beds in poor-law 
hospitals would be vacant, or free for fresh cases, 
if poor-law doctors could occasionally be high-handed 


with their patients. 


Pints of human blood would never 

be taken from Red Cross donors. 
And we could reduce cases of tuber- 
culosis to sporadic outbreaks, 
: Let me give examples from my own 
nospital, one of the largest and best- 
run in London. The same thing ts 
happening ‘all over the country. 

Last week a woman was admitted 
with severe Bright's disense. I recog- 
nised her at once as a patient who had 
discharged herself from hospital six 
months previously against my advice.

She had then been suffering from

I told that woman I could cure 
her ff she sould stay In hospital 
for two weeks. She refused to 
stay more than two days. 


She ts only 22, and has one child, 
She had a normal expectancy of life. 
Now she cannot live more than four 
years, And for a large part of that 
time she will occupy a hospital bed. 
I have a man patient with a gastric 
ulcer, He first’ came to hospital 
severnl months ogo. ° : 


We gave him a blood trans- 
fusion and told him we could cure 
his condition in ¢wo. months if he 
would stay for treatment. 


He refused, and walked out of 
hospttal, 


«Sinco then he hns returned to us 
three times, each timo seriously Ml 
and each time requiring a blood 
transfusion, 


We cannot refuse him human blood, 
or ho would die.’ But each time he 
fs taking a pint of blood from a 
healthy man, when, with a little co- 
operation from him, no more trans~- 
fusions would be necessary. 

Such cases are occurring dally In 
every department of our hospital, and 
In every other poor law hospital.

For, us Sir 
Farquhar Buzzard, the distinguished 
nerve-speclalist, fold a mecting of 
industrinlsts last Wednesdny, tt is 
these nervous disorders which are 
responsible for all this time that {ts 
being wasted, * r 

Well, how often do you 
people say: “He's had a) nervous 
breakdown;” “His nerves are bad;" 
or “The doctor says he's a bundle of 
nerves"? = *

F course, we all: know more 

or tess what we mean 

when we use these phrases. We 

picture the poor chap who can't 

sleep, and who.jumps at sudden 

noises, and who cun't keep bis atten- 
tion fixed on what he is doing. 

But I don't suppose for » moment 
that you or Mrs. Smith have any 
idea what has made him Ike this, 
and still less whut can be done about 
it, now have you? 

You probably realise, Mr. Smith, 
that when you refer to this kind of 
thing as “nerves” you are being a 
little careless in your choice of 
words. You don't mean the long 
string-Nke cords which run from 
your brain and spinal cord down tho 
arms and legs. 

What you’ have pot in mind is o 
nervous disorder known usually as 
“nerves.” And the experts classify 

—nervous-disorders-into-two-groups— 

organic and functional, Forget the 
first—they are rare, and, what is 
more, do not come into our Idea of 
“nerves.” 

The second group !s what really 
matters, because one in fourteen 
people suffers from “functional 
nervous disorders," and It js this 
group which costs us in Britain those 
ten million weeks a year 


ET us 


Just explain the 

words “neuroses” | and 
“psycho-ncuroses,” then we won't 
use them agaln—they are just 
clumsy classics. Neuroses mean lots 
of things, and different things to dif- 
ferent people. . 

But if you lool upon them as 
nervous disturbnnccs in which bodily 
workings are more marked than 
mental, you won't be far out. 

Neurasthenla—which is chronic 
fatttuc—is a good example. “Psycho- 
neuroses" mean all those — tiresome 
symptoms which are Included in “a 
nervous breakdown"; you know, 
“Jitters, can't-sleep, — can't-dijtest, 
can't concentrate."

Commoncst symptom of this form 
of “nerves” is depression, And—my 
foodness—how black everything can 
fool when one has had a real go of 
‘fu 

Pity that this isn't the only poison 
beenuse it cum be bad enough, In all 
conscience, But your body and 
mine, Mr. Smith, can make enough 
polson to All a chemist’s shop when 
they really try. . 

And If the blood fy full of poisons 
ft $s a sure thing that the sensitive 
tissues of our nervous systems won't 
escape. Symptoms vary with the 
polson: and there Js a large variety 
to choose from, modom! 

But here’s one really Important 
change which happens when you are 
in for a breakdqwn, When you are 
really fit, you don’t feel one part of 
your body more than another—be- 
cause all the sensations are fused os 
they reach the brain, . t 

But once the nervous’ system gets 
upset there's hardly any Imit to the 
horrid feellngs you may get. Not 
paln necessarily, but tingling, numb- 
ness, hot and cold, restlessness, 
feclings of emptiness and fulness.... 

And that, Mr. Smith, 1g what hap- 
pens to you if you “have a nervous 
breakdown.” Not very nice, is ft? 

Well, nowadays, we can do two

A report published fn one of this 
morningt's papers that Chinese silver 
Is belng refined In London on behalt 
of the United States Treasury is 
categarivally denled by the refiners, 
who bformed Reuter that the refine 
Ing is being done on behalf of the 
Chinese Government, 


Bullion dealers have no fear that 
the silver refined In London will be 
thrown’ on to the London market os 
the Chinese Government is bound by 
the silver agreement with the United 
States to offer all available silver 
first to the United States, who is 
continuing to buy. 


There Is no possibility of Chinese 
silver being untoaded In London even 
in the’ event of the United States 
stopping purchase as the first ounce 
of Chinese silver appearing on the 
emurket would cause a rout. 

Concerning the reuson prompting 
the Chinese Government to prefer to 
have the silver refincd In London, it 
fy conjectured that this ‘course has 
been adopted in order to facilitate 
advances to the Chinese Government. 
by British banks, and also that it-is 
casier and cheaper to store bars than 
coin and broken silver.—Reuter,
